To take the perfect Poke 
photo, you need to fulfil as 
many of Professor Oak's 
requirements as possible.

There are going to be five games available when Gamecube launches, 
but we're not sure which ones yet. Along with the demos shown here, we 
also saw amazing scenes from Perfect Dark, Banjo Kazooie, Wave Race, as 
well as a white hot FI and sports car racing game and a mysterious Rare 
title featuring dancing men made from rock! LucasArts even provided 
shots of a Star Wars game based on X-wings attacking the Death Star. 









Metroid

This demo began with a shot of a dingy spaceship corridor. Suddenly, an 
armoured Samus Aran burst through the door running towards the camera.
